Your letter of October 1, 1948 put me to work as to the 1841 
dime without drapery. The rumor division of the numismatic 
field is still, I see, quite active. Since Mr. MoAllister 
and Mr. Johnson are both deceased, I was interested in the 
fact that the allegation was made that two specimen* of the 
coin were sold by Johnson to McAllister. After checking in- 
voices of Mr. Johnson I have been unable to confirm that fact. 
It also would not be likely that Mr. Johnson would call the 
coin "Unique' 1 on his envelope if he had already handled two. 

As to the world's greatest collection and the item offered 
as Lot 519* I note it is in very fine condition only. That 
is substantially different from being a proof. If such a 
coin were not in perfect condition, I for one would be dis- 
interested in owning it sinoe anyone could make one by taking 
a standard 1841 dime and polishing off the drapery. That is 
indeed a nasty thought but something to be considered. I 
know you passed the information along to me with knowledge 
of the credibility to which it is entitled. I only hope it 
did not embarrass you. 

Mary Cruzan is in town at the present time, and feeling seems 
to be that the estate ought to be distributed to the bene- 
ficiaries, including the coins, and not send more out on con- 
signment. This, of course, is not a final decision, but it 
will delay me a little bit in trying to send some of this 
material to you. After the beneficiaries get the material 
they will still probably follow my suggestions as to how I 
believe it should be handled.

Your letter of December 22, 1948 is at hand. 

The Rosas Doubloon is dated 1842. It is the identical speoimsn 
which was sold in 1908,as part of the Gsorg F. Ulsx collection, 
by Adolf Hess in Frankfurt am Main, being Lot No. 3773 illus- 
trated on Plate VI, I have this catalog and will have no fur- 
ther need for it if I no longer have this coin. The identical 
coin is likewise illustrated in "Gold Coins of North and South 
America* (1937), by Wayte Raymond, page 87- The reason the 
coin can be identified in these pictures is because there is a 
tiny planehet rolling defect evident on the pictures as well as 
on the coin itself. The coin shows some slight wear, but, never 
theless, classifies extremely fine in my opinion. The planehet 
rolling defect in no way spoils the appearance of the coin. 

As to the 1913 nickel, the coin is to be sold to you as is. As 
far as the pedigree is concerned, it had an obverse for a father 
and a reverse for a mother. As I indicated to you, it was in 
my opinion the finest of the five specimens in the Col. Green 
collection. Mr. Johnson never furnished a pedigree and I feel 
that I should be guided accordingly. After a pedigree was fur- 
nished by one of the well known coin dealers for one of the 
famous 1804 dollars, with written evidence galore and complete 
detail as to ownership, Mr. Johnson proceeded to tell me that 
he had bought the Identical coin and held it for a year and a 
half before he was able to resell it, and yet no such fact ever 
appeared in the pedigree.

forecasts for '4$ 


A. E. BEBEE: If the recent upswing in busi 
ness can be used as a criterion, and I'm 
sure it can, the coming year will be the best 
we will have enjoyed since the end of World 
War II. 

BARNEY BLUESTONE: I do not intend to be 
over-optimistic on the future coin market, 
however, I am looking forward to an upward 
glorious trend in 1949. 

M. H. BOLENDER: The market in the au- 
tumn of 1 948 shows improvement over 
1 947 and the early part of 1 948, and we 
may expect a strong market for 1 949. Mr. 
Raymond has done a good job of price ad- 
justments in the new Standard Catalogue 
of 1949. 

DAVID M. BULLOWA: Values will not 
change appreciably for some time to come. 
Prices of early American silver (except dol- 
lars) will increase and dollars and cents will 
continue steady. 

BEN DREISKE: Choice U. S. Minor coins 
harder to get and higher in price. U. S. Gold 
and rarer items will remain about the same. 
Foreign coins, except crowns, may be off in 
demand and price. 

ROBERT FRIEDBERG: After election day I 
hesitate — but feel optimistic about a favor- 
able coin market. 

GEORGE GALLUP begs to be excused. (We 
understand.) 

EDWARD GANS: Growing interest for an- 
cient and foreign coins, first quality in good 
demand. Hitherto neglected Roman Bronzes 
and Byzantine will come to the foreground. 

HORACE M. GRANT: With no change in 
the political regime for 1 949 I believe we 
can look forward to a successful year with j 
a slight advance in prices. 

TOIVO JOHNSON: Prosperous years ahead 
mean great numbers of new collectors. This 
new interest will maintain and increase | 
value of available coins. 

SOL KAPLAN: Demand will be better and 
prices slightly better. 

FRANK J. KATEN: Firmer prices as result I 
of impetus given by A.N.A. convention auc- 
tion, Toledo auction and other sales. More 
emphasis on better grade material, not nec- 
essarily uncirculated or proofs. 

KENNETH LEE: Really nice material will 
keep a decent demand. Rising wages and 
prices speaks for fairly steady market. Trend 
towards acceptance of very fine and extra 
fine coins perhaps due to high prices of mint 
specimens. 

H. E. MacINTOSH: We anticipate a steady 
demand during 1949 based on a well-stabi- 
lized market with possible rising prices as 
we enter a new inflationary spiral. 


B. MAX MEHL: I feel that the trend for 
1949 should be and probably will be as in 
1 948 and perhaps a bit better. 

WILLIAM POIZNER: At this time, the coin 
market is very healthy, and will continue so 
as long as the customers' confidence is 
maintained. 

HERMAN PORCHER (Brazil): Braz ilian nu- 
mismatics growing up slowly but firmly. The 
variety of coinage and the beauty of its 
coins are exciting the appreciation of all 
American numismatists. 

WAYTE RAYMOND (in Standard Cata- 
logue): A steady advance is bound to take 
place in the values of the commoner coins 
and minor rarities. Market is on sound basis 
except in the case of some rarities. 

HANS SCHULMAN: More collectors daily 
for medium priced coins which will increase 
in value. Some rarities should become cheap- 
er. Roman coins regaining popularity. 

H. A. SEABY (London): 1949 forecast for 
the coin market in England is that good and 
rare coins will continue to rise in price but 
the very common ones, including the com- 
monest gold of all countries, will perhaps 
show a slight decline. The number of genu- 
ine collectors is still on the increase. 
NORMAN SCHULTZ: Coin market has lev- 
eled off. Commemoratives and Morgan dol- 
lars in demand. With a 37 cent dollar coins 
can sell at 3 times the former price and still 
be no higher than they were. Business is bet- 
ter, more collectors seeking Early U. S. The 
market will stay well up. 

D. SPINK (London): Numismatic prospects 
are good for 1 949 if the international situ- 
ation does not worsen. If currency barriers 
could be reduced, there would be consider- 
ably more business. We report greatly in- 
creased activity (internally) compared with 
the immediate pre-War years. 

J. B. STACK: The coin market is strong. 
Prices are holding up fairly well; in our re- 
cent auction sale prices were from 10% to 
35% higher than they were in the spring 
end summer. 

CHARLES M. WORMSER: I believe that the 
coin market will stabilize at about the pres- 
ent levels, and that activity will also be 
about the same as at the present time. 
CONSENSUS: Generally optimistic with a 
careful undertone. Rarities considered pre- 
carious unless general conditions improve 
-oreign market reflects increased demand. 
Continued collector interest for early types 
and for inexpensive and moderately priced 
coins. General satisfaction with 1949 cata- 
logues. Dealers stocks drying up in many 
series. Ancients and Foreign coins attracting 
many buyers. New, lower price level encour- 
aging.

T AM ATHENA, daughter of Zeus, 
goddess of wisdom and practical 
arts, patron of Athens, the City of 
the violet crown. 

You who see my sadly ruined 
Acropolis must believe it a glorious 
site fresh from the hands of Ictinus, 
the architect. Yet you are fortunate 
for the view from the Acropolis 
looking out to sea over the Bay of 
Salamis, towards Aegina, is as lovely 
as ever. Only our forests on the now 
bare hills are gone. The unequalled 
color of the sky and sea, the splendid 
out line of the mountains, the hund- 
reds of islands sprinkled along the 
horizon — it is inexpressively lovely. 

Until the Venetians besieged my 
city in 1687, the great Parthenon 
was almost perfect. The glorious 
works of Pheidias and his school are 
preserved in the British Museum, 
having been purchased by Lord Elgin 
in 1812. This contribution of Greek 
culture to your civilization is one of 
our proudest achievements but hard- 
ly our only one. 

In our city states where democracy 
prevailed, the political ideal was to 
have every citizen take part in mak- 
ing the laws. The idea of majority 
rule by vote originated in Greece — 
born in an age of despotism. Our 
city-states flourished until 547 B.C. 
when Croesus, wealthy king of 
Lydia, lost his throne to the Persians 
who then had the rest of Asia Minor 
at their mercy. 

For 50 years the Persians marched, 
taking city after city until in 490 


B.C. they sought to conquer my 
Athens. Outwitting the Persians and 
outfighting them, the badly out- 
numbered Athenians crushed their 
enemy on the plains of Marathon. A 
messenger ran the 26 miles from 
Marathon to Athens to bring the 
news. But Darius of Persia prepared 
for a second assault on Athens. Be- 
fore he could start, he died, leaving 
the task to his son, Xerxes, who 
marched at the head of an over- 
powering number of soldiers, took 
Athens, plundered our temples and 
burned much of our beautiful city. 

Fortunately, Themistocles had 
built a fleet which could and did 
finally conquer the Persians. 

When in 463 B.C. Pericles ruled 
Athens, he had as his advisers Phi- 
dias, Sophocles and Anaxagoras. 
These great men, sculptor, dramatist 
and philosopher, stimulated Pericles 
to make Athens the most beautiful 
city in the world. 

Almost all was beauty in Athens — 
except our coins. We goddesses were 
specialists and my specialty was wis- 
dom — beauty was given to Venus. 
The tetradrachm of Athens is a 
thick, heavy flan of silver, one side 
bears my head in profile, wearing 
a crested helmet, ornamented with 
olive leaves and a lotus, symbol of 
immorality. 

On the early issues I am absolutely 
repulsive, long nosed and thick lip- 
ped. My little owl, symbol of wis- 
dom, has prominent pop-eyes, later, 
around 450 B.C., my face takes on 
a calm majesty and forceful dignity 


but it still lacks feminine charm. My 
owl takes on a fascinating person- 
ality and the olive twig and waning 
moon tell additional tales of Athens’ 
history. From its inception, the 
tetradrachm with the likeness of 
Athena and her owl was a widely 
known guarantee of purity and full 
weight. And here lies the reason for 
the persistent adherence to this 
type: the nations from afar knew 
this money and accepted it; a new 
and lovelier design might be rejected. 


(Vi obol), the tritemorion (% obol). 
and a variant (4/4 obol). 

The obol is the traditional coin 
placed in the mouth of the dead as 
ferry payment to Charon for their 
voyage across the Styx. Aristo- 
phanes, in several of his plays, refers 
to the living as also carrying small 
change beneath the tongue. 

In 229 B.C., new style tetra- 
drachms were coined, but these were 
no improvement, and when Athens 
fell under Roman dominion, all trace 



The olive was my gift to Athens. 
When Neptune sought to claim lord- 
ship over Athens, he went to the 
Ereehtheum, the old temple on the 
Acropolis, and drove his trident into 
a rock and a horse sprang forth, the 
Sea God’s bid for popular sover- 
eignty. My divine gift of an olive 
tree was chosen by the prudent 
Athenians as they placed the olive 
leaves and berries on my helmet. The 
rock still stands, with its triple gash, 
but so does the descendent of my 
original olive tree. 

The waning moon commemorates 
the hesitancy of our foe to march 
against us when the moon was in an 
unlucky phase — waning — and the 
Athenians were grateful for the 
peaceful respite. 

The largest Athenian coin is the 
Marathon dekadrachm; then comes 
the tetradrachm, the didrachms, the 
small drachms. The tetartemorion 


of beauty was lost. I, Athena, seem 
transformed into Minerva, and great 
is the spiritual fall. 

A compensatory law caused my 
appearance on the coins of another 
city in quite a different light. Indeed, 
I am beautiful! Although Aphrodite 
was the patron saint of the city of 
Corinth, it was my head which 
graced the reverse side of the silver 
staters for 300 years between 550 to 
250 B.C. Corinth, proudly dominating 
the isthmus between Attica and the 
Peloponnese, was grateful to me for 
aiding her youthful hero, Bellero- 
phon, when he undertook to capture 
Pegasus. 

At the base of the mount of Acro- 
Corinthus is the fountain of Pierene 
in its setting of marble and masonry, 
the spring where the maidens of Cor- 
inth came to draw exceptionally pure 
water. At the evening hour the maid- 
ens were startled by the great wing- 
ed horse Pegasus, who descended

from the clouds to quench his thirst 
at the Corinthian fount. This magic 
steed is depicted in full flight on the 
obverse of the coins. As previously 
related, I appear on the reverse. 



Syracuse, across the sea, struck 
beautiful staters with my head on 
the obverse and Pegasus on the 
reverse. 

Unfortunately, power replaced jus- 
tice in Athens and there arose 
treacherous factions, disputing and 
intriguing for leadership. Athens and 


Sparta, the one city-state in which 
democracy did not prevail, shaped up 
as bitter rivals and the result was 
the disastrous Pelopennisian War 
with Athens pitted against most of 
the Greek cities. From 431 to 404 
B.C. the war dragged on, the Athen- 
ian government grew worse, the Per- 
sians came into the war on Sparta’s 
side. Athens was crushed, never to 
regain its earlier prominence. When, 
in 399 B.C. the liberal philosopher, 
Socrates, was tried and executed, it 
was a sorry admission that my city 
was no longer true to its democratic 
ideals. 

I am Athena — my wisdom could 
not save Athens. Pluto must have 
been stronger than I. 

Alexander the Great also used my 
helmeted profile on his golden staters 
— but that is another’s story and I 
shall let his money talk.

I AM ALEXANDER, called the 
Great. My father was Philip II 
of Macedon, a region of northern 
Greece. In 359 B.C. my father became 
king of the Macedonians with am- 
bitions to create a powerful army, 
to unite all of Greece and finally 
crush the Persian enemy. This was 
his ultimate goal. 

The first of his ambitions was 
soon realized and he used his army 
and cavalry to unite the city-states. 
Before he could make an attempt to 
smash the Persians, he was stabbed 
to death. I was then 20 years old; it 
was 336 B.C. I became king of all 
Greece. My father’s ambition became 
mine — I would crush the Persians. 

My years were few but my train- 
ing excellent — the great Aristotle 
was my tutor. I knew that my army 
of less than 30,000 was to be pitted 
against an area containing two mil- 
lion men of fighting age — none, how- 
ever, so well trained as mine. I was 
young enough to believe I could con- 
quer. 

Foolish enough, it was said, to 
try. I was pictured as David, in- 
significant before the Goliath which 
was the Persian, as I challenged the 
Great King with my message: 

“I, Alexander, consider the whole 
of thy treasure, and the whole of 
thy land, to be mine.” 

Army after army fell before me, 
city after city was stormed and 
forced to capitulate. Swift marches 
and distant campaigns baffled my 
enemy. Forced to reduce the num- 


bers of my enemy, I made friends 
of those I conquered. Unlike Caesa 
and Napoleon, with whom my nam< 
was to be linked as military strate- 
gists, I did not merely conquer. My 
love for Greek culture induced me 
to spread it for and wide. Conquer- 
ed peoples were our equals, their 
religions were respected, their com- 
merce stimulated. I married a Per- 
sian princess, my generals inter- 
married with the Oriental aristo- 
ci'acies. As we conquered, so we 
built. 

Would that I had built a govern- 
ment to continue that which I had 
started, but could I know that the 
fever would mean death to me at 
only 33 ? 

Yet — you who listen to me are 
interested more in my coinages than 
in my conquests and I have given 
you a wealth of coins to enrich your 
cabinets. As I traveled Eastward, I 
established mints and struck golden 
staters and silver tetradrachms. The 
gold coinage bears the head of 
Athena, goddess of wisdom as well 
as of war, symbolic of the superior- 
ity of Greek genius. The reverse 
displays a beautiful figure of Victory 
who smiled upon me in campaign 
after campaign. I was grateful to 
both. 

My silver coins bear the head of 
my youthful hero, Hercules, covered 
with the lion’s skin. That the Her- 
culean features resemble mine was 
pei’haps a whim of my engravers. 
I did not so order. Divine descendent 


of Zeus, I placed him on a throne 
with an eagle in his outstretched 
hand — and while I would not have 
my face adorn this tetradrachm, I 
did command that my name appear 
beside the figure of Zeus. 


I proceeded to Egypt and founded 
the famous city of Alexandria 
whence came the most beautiful of 
all my tetradrachms, and then to 
finally conquer Darius in Mesopo- 
tamia. I destroyed the Persian army 



Because the wealthy Persians had 
erected many mints, an interesting 
picture of my advances is illustrated 
by one mint after another commenc- 
ing to issue my coinage. In Greece 
I continued my father’s mints at 
Pella and Amphipolis. In Lampsacus, 
chief city on the Hellespont; at 
Sardes, the Capitol of Lydia, at 
Miletus, chief city of Southwestern 
Asia Minor; at Tarsus, capitol of 
Cilicia. 

In Cyprus and Phoenicia I con- 
fined my rights of coinage to those 
who submitted. They were, however, 
to use the types and weights of my 
own money. 


and chased Darius into Media. I 
marched into Babylon, the most 
populous city in the world, and re- 
ceived it in submission. 

The influence of my tetradrachms 
was to be felt for centuries.

No envoy, no ambassador, need bring 
an interpreter, for I could speak his 
tongue. My love for literature and 


research was widely known. My wit 
was ready and versatile; my know- 
ledge of human nature was among 
my greatest gifts. My manner was 
attractive and my voice so exquisite- 
ly musical that Plutarch compares it 
to a many-stringed instrument.

My name is Antonius, called Mar- 
cus. Born in Rome in the year 83 
B.C., I was grown into manhood be- 
fore any noteworthy event in my 
life was recorded. 

In my 34th year, B.C. 50, my hos- 
tility to the Roman Senate and to 
the Republic caused me to leave 
Rome for Gaul to join Julius Caesar, 


of the Gods, delivered his funeral 
oration and read his will. So strongly 
did I oppose the claim of Octavianus 
to the throne that the Senate, in- 
spired by Cicero, declared me an 
enemy of the country, whereupon I 
assumed the government of Cisalpine 
Gaul. Young Octavianus defeated my

With these new 
powerful forces at my command, I 
vanquished Brutus and Cassius; I 
overran Greece, Cappadocia and Cili- 
cia. Meeting Cleopatra at Tarsus, I 
became so enamored of her that I 
followed her to Alexandria, where 
we were secretly married. The secret

with Octavianus, taking the east for 
my portion, my colleague gave his 
sister Octavia to me in marriage.

I should like to make a point clear 
— I am named Caius Julius Caesar. 
Caesar is my surname. Only because 
of my deeds has the name Caesar 
become a title so that those who fol- 
lowed me as leader of the Romans 
were Caesars, or emperors. 

Between the years BC 100, when 
I was born, and BC 44, when I met 
an untimely death, I became accom- 


plished in the aids of both peace and 
war. Some say that antiquity cannot 
produce a more distinguished ex- 
ample than I. 

Lofty of stature, fair of complex- 
ion, my black eyes piercing, with 
expressive countenance, I w r as con- 
sidered noble and commanding. 

I cherished a strong mind and a 
sound body so that I could encounter 
any degree of bodily fatigue or 
mental exertion. Jealous of my in- 
tellect, I pursued knowledge at 
Rhodes and became possessed of an 
eloquence second only to that of 
Cicero.

It was then I undertook the 
voyage to Rhodes, during which I 
was captured by pirates and ransom- 
ed by contributions by a number of 
Greek cities. Hastily manning a fleet, 
I attacked the pirates, captured and 
crucified them. In BC 74, I left for 
Asia, then to Spain — finally back to 
Rome where, in BC 67, my first wife 
Cornelia, being dead, I married 
Pompeia, daughter of Pompeius 
Rufus and Cornelia, daughter of 
Julia. United to his house, I actively 
promoted the views of Pompey. A 
succession of titles and honors cul- 
minated in my being declared Ponti- 
fex Maximus. 

Here, perhaps, my ambition be- 
came the master of my soul. I con- 
quered enemies — though I did not 
find them so. I forced the Senate to 
bend to my will. I pacified Gaul. I 
ruptured the good will and under- 
standing between Pompey and my- 
self and commenced Civil War 
against him in BC 49, chasing him 
into Greece. I broke into the Treas- 
ury in Rome. Pompey’s Generals 
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were reduced to submission. 

Following Pompey, I found him 
dead in Egypt. Tarrying there long 
enough to become enamored of Cleo- 
patra and urged by her charm I 
undertook a war against her brother 
Ptolemy, whom I vanquished. I then 
gave all of Egypt to Cleopatra. 

In BC 46 I returned to Rome to 
celebrate four triumphs — then I pre- 
pared for a war in Spain with the 
sons of Pompey, and again returned 
a conquerer. It was in BC 44 that I 
was appointed Perpetual Dictator. 


Meditating a campaign again -t 
the Parthians, there in the Senate- 
House, on the Ides of March, 1 wa 
struck a mortal wound. 

As I fell into the arms of Marc 
Antony, my questioning gaze fell up- 
on one whom I had oft befriended. 


it was the remembrance of these 
many benefits that caused me to ex- 
claim, “Tu ne etiam inter hos es, 
fili?” Art thou, too, amongst them, 
my son? You are perhaps more fa- 
miliar with Shakespeare’s version 
wherein he quotes me as saying, “Et 
tu, Brute?” But this is another story.

prompted a study of literature and 
oratory at Rhodes. In private life I 
was a man of unimpeachable moral- 
ity, inaccessible to the allurements 
of pleasure and avarice. I alone 
among the conspirators was held, by 
public opinion, to have joined in 
destroying Caesar in the interests 
of my countrymen. Still men will de- 
bate, “Is Brutus patroit or traitor?” 

Among my coins is the denarius 
showing the head of my illustrious 
ancestor, Lucius Junius Brutus, with 
the head of Ahaoala on the reverse, 
he being an ancestor on my mother’s 
side. 

Perhaps the most famous of my 
coins is the Ides of March denarius 
depicting my head on the obverse 
and on the reverse a cap of Liberty 
between two daggers; the inscription 
reads, EID MAR, declaring the fatal 
day, the Ides of March on which 
the attempt was made to restore 
Liberty to the Romans. This coin has 
been widely falsified. I made but few. 


Another well known denarius 
shows my head on one side, that of 
Lucius Junius Brutus on the other. 

It is to be noted that my coinages 
were few in number and few in 
design, for in B.C. 42, at the age of 
' 61 , having been defeated by Marc 
Anthony and Octavian at Philippi, I 
caused my own end.

The heads are mine, both of them, 
and all my coins present a double 
head. The ways thereof I shall ex- 
plain. 

The son of Uranus, I am believed 
to have been the most ancient King 
of Italy. Reference has been made to 
me as the master mind of my age. 
I founded the city of Janiculum and 
taught my people a good and proper 
mode of living. From me they learn- 
ed the divisions of the year, and the 
month of January was named after 
me. Some say the two heads on my 
coinage mean that I reflect on the 
old year as I envision the new. 


The use of shipping and the proper 
handling of money were arts I taught 
my people. From me they learned 
the rules of justice and how to live 
under the authority of the law. I in- 
structed them in the building of 
Temples and to honor the gods with 
sacrificial worship. I showed them 
how to surround the cities with 
walls, how to grow corn, how to 
plant the vine. For these gifts which 
I gave to my people they were ever 
grateful and placed me in the rank 
cf the gods, regarded as presiding 
over treaties. 

On the first of January they cele- 


brated the Janualia, offering to me 
the flour and salt, the incense and 
wine. 

Romulus built the Temple of Janus 
after making peace with the Sabines 
and in this Temple was a statue with 
two faces. King Numa believed that 
I looked back at war and ahead at 
peace and he ordained that the 
Temple would be open during hos- 
tilities but shut during peace, and 
it became an important event to 
Shut The Janus, signifying the re- 
storation of peace. 

Some say I am depicted with two 
heads because I knew the past as 
well as the future. Others state that 
the representation is the alliance 
beween the Romans and the Sabines. 
It is to my everlasting delight that 
whatever the interpretation, it ele- 
vates my stature. 

In gratitude to Saturnus who in- 
structed me in agriculture and help- 
ed me to improve a rude and savage 
mode of living, I perpetuated his 
memory by stamping the reverses 
of my coins with the prow of a ship 
— indeed, the ship which brought 
Saturnus to my shores. 

Lest you be deceived, not all coins 
bearing the double head were of my 
coinage. Double heads appear on a 
brass coin of Commodus and then 
on Pompey’s first brass and again 
on a second brass of Hadrian. If not 
my head other reference was made 
to me. Nero caused an inscription 
on his coin which translates, “After 
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having procured the peace for the 
Roman people, the Emperor has shut 
the Janus.” Augustus did the same 
in AD 25 when, at the battle of 
Actium, he defeated Marc Anthony 
and became master of the Roman 
world.

Aye, Caligula is no better than I. 
For it was I who named him my 
successor and was rewarded by 
death at his order. 

I had been Emperor for 23 years 
from AD 14 until AD 37, having 
been adopted by Augustus who 
caused me to divorce my wife, 
Vipsania Agrippina, and marry his 
daughter, Julia. 

For a decade I promoted the in- 
terests and happiness of my subjects. 
Civil order was maintained and all 
was serene, this despite my un- 
happiness at losing Vipsania — and 
further because Julia conducted her- 
self in such a loose manner that 
her own father banished her. While 
these events had preceded my reign, 
they had made a lasting impression. 
One of my first official acts was to 
order the death of Julia. 

I was then 56 years of age; the 
throne was not my ambition. It was 
reluctantly that I accepted the high 
office, for fear of violence. I had 
been a leader of Augustus’ army 
when only 22 years of age and was 
continually engaged in warfare until 
Augustus’ death. I wanted only 
peace and hoped that I could retire 
from public life. 

For ten years I served my people 
well; then gradually I changed. I 
taxed the provinces heavily, I killed 
Archelaus, King of Cappadocia. 
Germanicus, who had saved me and 
my troops from destruction in Ger- 
many, was sacrificed and his wife 
Agrippina and their son were also 


victims of my cruelty. My favorite 
minister, Sejanus, as well as many 
of the best and most patriotic Sen- 
ators were delivered into the hands 
of the public Executioner.

I moved the seat of my govern- 
ment from Rome to the Isle of Capri, 
where I could practice my debauch- 
eries, concealed from the public eye. 

Of my coinage, one perhaps stands 
out, the denarius on which I am 
depicted, head right. As a coin it is 
not unlike the many denarii so famil- 
iar to all. This denarius, however, is 
the now-famous Tribute Penny to 
which your New Testament refers.

Christ, he was asked, “We know that 
thou art true, and teachest the way 
of God in truth, neither carest thou 
for any man; for thou regardest not 
the person of men. Tell us therefore, 
what thinkest thou? Is it lawful to 
give tribute unto Caesar, or not?” 

But Jesus perceived their wicked- 
ness, and said, “Why tempt ye me, 
ye hypocrites? Show me the tribute 
money.” And they brought unto him 
a penny. And he said unto them, 
“Whose is this image and super- 
scription?” 

And they replied, “Caesar’s.” 

Then said, Jesus, “Render there- 
fore unto Caesars the things which 
are Caesar’s; and unto God the 
things that are God’s.”

I wonder if I could impose on you for a service to the professional 
numismatist, i. e. , me. 

Over a year ago we had shipped two parcels representing the awards 
of the ANA Convention Auction in Los Angeles to a Mr. James 
Hurwitz at 6186 Kingsbury in St. Louis, Mo. The first parcel was 
signed for by a Mr. Stanley Morris and the second parcel was signed 
for by Mr. Elliot Gale. f ,3 yj., , . .-.v-, 

After a little while we sent statements to Mr. Hurwitz and he, in turn, 
advised that he had never received any of the coins. Investigation 
revealed the signatures mentioned above but Mr. Hurwitz responded 
that he had not received the coins. 

We are insured for almost every eventuality except that when the coins 
are received by the addressee, the liability of the insurance company 
ceases. They claim that Mr. Morris and Mr. Gale who signed for the 
two packages were authorized to sign and this, in effect, is delivery 
to Mr. Hurwitz. If this be true then he is liable -- if these people 
were not authorized, then there might be some other action necessary 
and the insurance company might be held liable. 

Actually, we have so little difficulty on these matters that we seldom 
have to go to any extremes -- in this case, however, it is imperative 
that the dealers protect themselves and, of course, in this fashion they 
are protecting collectors as well for frequently a lot of these coins 
belong to collectors rather than to the dealers. In this case we have 
settled with all our consignors so that the loss, if any, would be ours. 
However, we could easily have held up payment to the collectors on 
the grounds that these have not yet been received and settled for and 
in that case, some of the collectors might not be too happy. Of course 
I would never consider doing any such thing but this just throws out 
some possibilities.

I spoke to Elliot Gale, one of the boys who signed for a pack- 
age, and he told me that he put the package in the inside* 
nail box, at the fraternity house. No doubt the other pack- 
age was similarly handled. Gale also told me that Hurwitz 
never received either of the packages. 


I asked Gale whether the matter was reported to the police 
or whether any investigation had been made and he told me that 
all he knew was that a nostal Inspector had inquired about 
the matter. I told him that it appeared to be an internal problem 
and wondered what Mr. Hurwitz had done about it. He told me 
tr.at Hurwitz would be back to school in about two weeks but 
at the present time could probably be reached at his home, 

23 McLaren Lane, San Francisco. I do not know whether Mr. 
Hiirwitz was in St. Louis at the time the packages were delivered 
but Gale seemed to indicate that Hurwitz was not.

Thank you for your letter of September 9th in regard to the 
Hurwitz matter -- I will write to him in San Francisco at 
once. 


There certainly seems to be a legal obligation and I cannot 
see how he can avoid any moral obligation. The fact is this 
gentleman has been buying coins for a number of years at the 
same address and as far as we know, the items are delivered 
to someone authorized to receive them. If the precautions 
taken at that end are so flimsy that losses are probable then it 
seems to me that Mr. Hurwitz should have cautioned those 
people who would receive the packages, to put them in a safe 
place. I am sure that you would do that and I know I would, 
however, Mr. Hurwitz seems to be evading the whole matter 
and frankly, this would be a bad thing for the entire business. 


By the same token, one might say that I was morally justified 
in not paying the consignors because, after all, I was acting 
as their agent and if the man who was supposed to pay is not 
morally obligated to me then I, in turn, was not obligated to 
the consignors. This, I think, is a little silly and in fact, 

I have already paid for them and would not consider withholding 


the funds. Just a little chit-chat I Thanks again for everything.
